THB MAHOA TRAGEDY. 


Fatal Ending? of4the Maroa Shoot- 


Ing Affray of Sept. 6th. 


Joseph Cooper Dead—John Adams In 


Jail—Verdict of the Coroner's Jury. 


Prom ManOanfs Daily. 


The not unexpected news of the death 


ol Joseph Cooper, the respected and well- 
to-do farmer, who was shot through the 
left breast with a 38-calibre Smith & 
Wesson revolver at Maroa, on Thursday 
evening, Sept. 6tb, by John Adams, a 
policeman, wns received in Decatur Sat- 
urday night at about 7 o'clock. Mr. 
Cooper, who had lingered between life 
nd death for 16 long and weary days, 
ied of traumatic erysipelas, and passed 
way peacefully with his wife, children 
nd friends at his bedside. The deceased 
•as a man well liked by the people of 
daroa and .vicinity and all vied with each 
ther in the performance of kindly deeds 
bat would in any manner administer to 
,is comfort. But the deadly bullet had 
Msed through his body, and though it 
ras removed and the best of surgeons 
iad cared for him, and Us wife and 
riends had remained with him constantly, 
11 went for naught except to prolong his 
ife a few brief days. 


It will be remembered that Mr. Cooper 


was in Decatur on Sept. 6tb, and had 
ttended the county fair then in progress. 
le was a man addicted to the moderate 
use of liquor, and on his way home he 
topped in Maroa, and while there he had 
ome words with John Adams, which 
nded in the latter pulling out his revol- 
er and shooting the former through the 
ireast directly above the heart, nipping 
be top of the left lung. The shooting 
>ccasioned the most intense excitement 
,t the time and the bitter feeling against 
Ldams has only been intensified by the 
leath of his victim. On the night of the 
th Sheriff Foster and Deputy Mauzy 
[rove post-haste to Maroa in a close 
carnage aad took Adams in custody. 
They arrived none too soon for on all 
ides there were heard ngly mutterings 
among the indignant people, who felt and 
averred that the shooting was unprovoked 
and that the deed was a cold-blooded 
murder. It was feared that Adams would 
je lynched if he remained in the town, 
vnd the sheriff and his deputy brought 
he prisoner to Decatur and lodged him 
n the county jail at 5 o'clock Friday 
morning, where he has since been and 
now is in confinement. 


THE PBELINO AT MABOA. 


On receiving n,ews of the death Coroner 
Jendure at once made arrangements to 
fo to Maroa to hold an inquest. He was 
ocompanied by Jacob B. Bullard, the 
undertaker, W. 0. Bullard, and by Judge 
kelson, counsel for Adams, who made the 
rip in a close carriage. The coroner ar- 
ived at Maroa at 10 o'clock, and found 
he streets of the town filled with men 
ven at that late hour, and'the sole topic 
jf conversation was the death of Cooper. 
Sngaging Constable Huff a jury was 
ecnred by the coroner from anionc the 
jest-known citizens of Maroa. 
Their 


names are H. B. Smith, foreman; Dr. E. 
A. Morgan, who attended Cooper through 
iis sufferings; B. T. Jameson, Peter 
Bennett, John Smelz and "Wm. Pbarep. 
The jury was sworn, after which they 
iewed the body in the chamber where 
3ooper lay since the evening ho received 
iis mortal wound. Mr. Bullard then took 
charge of the remains and prepared it for 
reservation for the funeral which will 
.ake place at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 


Owing to the fact that at such a late 


lour all the witnesses could not be noti- 
ied to appear, the inquisition was de- 
terred until this forenoon at 8 o'clock, 
and the coroner and his party returned 
:o Deoatur about 2:30 o'clock Sunday 
morning. 
The feeling at Maros Saturday night 


was very strong against Adams, and had 
;he prifoner beeniin the town it would 
have taken but little talk to have turned 
;he moving mass of indignant men into a 
a dangerous Judge Lynch court. When 
the coroner left there were a hundred 
men at the stable to see him off, and one 
of the party said, "If we had Adams, the 


— — 
., here we'd string him 


up."Mr. Cooper was a man past 50 years of 
age, who leaves a widow and several chil- 
dren. He was an industrious and suc- 
cessful farmer, and was also the proprie- 
tor of a tile yard. He was a member of 
the Maroa Lodge of Odd Fellows. His 
life was insured not long since for §5,000 
in the "Home,1' of New York, and he 
leaves mnch personal property and rea' 
estate. 


THK PUNEBAL. 


The funeral of Mr. Cooper took place 


from the Christian church at Maroa this 
afternoon. It was conducted by Elde: 
Wetzel, and was attended by a great con 
course of people. 


THE TESTIMONY. 


The following is the evidence taken bj 


Coroner Bendure at the inquest held on 
the body of Joseph Cooper at Maroa, on 
Sept. 24th: 


MARK TOZEB SWOBS: My name is 


Mark Tozer. I saw Cooper the after 
noon he was shot. He was standing 
near the east window of Bmery'i 
bank. I was standing in front o 
Austin & Gualt's. Milton Adams was 
standing about four feet east o' 
Cooper. 
J-ohn Adama was near thi 


sidewalk, while Cooper was near th 
wall. My attention was attracted bj 
Mr. Austin. I heard Adaras say 
"God damn your, I will not stand it. 
Saw Adams with a revolver. Saw i 
first by his side. Heard Cooper say 
"Son of a bitch." Cooper's position 
was totcering, and leaning forward 
with his hands behind him. He did 
not step forward before Adam's shot 
Adams' revolver was about five fee 
from Cooper. Adams raised the re 


olver the second time. Cooper said, 
I have no weapons about me,"' and 
aised his hand. Adams said, "show 
be other hand," and Cooper did, and 
hen pnt Ihe revolver down, and 
Crabbed Cooper's hands, and then 
took a knife out bf Cooper's pocket, 
"he knife was closed, and Adams 
)pened it when he took it, and gave 
t to S. M. Adams, and said that thia 
s tie • knife Cooper was following 
lim with. After the knife was taken, 
Idams said, "I did not aim to Kill 
iim, but could have shot his heart 
>ut if I had wanted to. The first man 
! heard apnak after I got there, ,was 
Mr. John Walker. J did not think 
it first that Adams bad shot him, as 
S. M. Adams was there, and made no' 
move to stop him. 
, 


JOHN HAWKINS SWORN: My name is 


John Hawkins. 
Am 19 years old. 


'ooper was shot about five o'clock,1 
September 6th, 1883 
I saw'Coopsr1 


get off the train from the south. 
Afterwards saw Cooper and John, 
Adams near Emery's .bank. First 
saw Cooper and another party near, 
;he lime house, near the depot, but 
didnotkno-v the party. Next saw 
Cooper and Adams. Heard' Adams 
say ''God damn, I will give it to you," 
or something similar. Cooper was 
standing about six feet from Adams, 
who was in the street. Milt. Adams. 
was about four feet west of Coopea. 
I,saw John Adams pull a revolver 
out of his pocket and shoot. Coopor 
a ad one hand in front of him, and 
,he other by "bis side, gesticulating 
or talking to Adams. 
After the shot 


le took a step towards Adama. John 
Adams took a knife out of Cooper's 
socket, opened it, and gave it to S. 
if. Adams- It had a short thick 
jlacie. There was nothing to ob- 
struct my view in seeing Adams lake 
,he knife out. It was closed when 
taken out. 
When Cooper was talk 


ng his hand was opened. 
Adama 


again raised his revolver after shoot- 
ing, but lowered it without again 
discharging it. Adams said no one 
could follow him with a knife, as ha 
Had seen too much of it. I saw 
Dooper all the time, as no one was 
aetweenus. Cooper did not have 
bis hand in his pocket af'er he was 
shot 


MICHAEL G BABY SWOKN. I saw Coop 
the day he was shot, in front of 


Emery's bank: also saw John Adarua. 
Cannot say positively that I saw any 
one else near. Cooper was on the 
e.dge of the walk and Adams in the 
street. I was about twenty feet back 
!rom the front of my store. After 
;he shot I saw Cooper apparently tot 
tering to the south and west, and a 
short time afterward saw him tbrow 
iis hands out. Saw Adama, after 
the shot, raise his revolver and lower 
t. 
They apparently had some talk 


after the shot, and I saw Cooper 
show both hands open. T had not 
noticed them before the shot. They 
were about six or eight feet apart. 
Saw John Adams take hold of Coop-« 
er's coat, and throw it back 6n right 
side, and search his pocket. Saw 
nothing taken out while the search 
was going on. Saw Milt. Adama 
:ake hold of Cooper's hands. Saw 
John Adams hand the knife to Milt. 
Adams, saying here ia the knife. 
Heard Adams say afterwards, "I 
could have killed him if I had want- 
ed to." 


JOSEPH LISTON SWORN. My name 


iS Joseph Listen and I am 21 years of 
age, and am a barber. My shop is 
south of Emery's bank, and a little 
west. I first saw Joseph Cooper on 
the day he was shot, coming up street 
on the same side that Etnery's bank 
is on. No one was with Cooper. 
Saw him come up to where John Ad 
ams and Milt. Adams were standing 
on the walk in front of Emery's 
bank. The first words Cooper used 
to Adams were, "God damn you, ] 
will 
drink 
whiskey 
whenever 1 


please." Adams made some reply, 
and I did not hear Cooper say any 
thing more. Cooper was standing 
about three feet west of the Adamses 
Had passed them. They were close 
together, remaining so for half a min 
ute. John Adams moved back a cou- 
ple of steps, facing north. Milt. Ad 
ams moved about ten feet northwes 
from where Cooper and Adams stood 
Cooper was about' four feet from 
Juhn Adams, facing to the south 
John Adurna stood off tho walk a lit- 
tle south and east of Cooper. Adams 
got off the walk about one quarter o 
a minute after Milt, moved away 
After Milt, moved John Adams told 
Cooper not to monkey with that knife 
Once saw Coopei have his hands by 
his side, and apparently open. I was 
somewhat excited. Saw John Adams 
reach his hand in his pocket anc 
pull a revolver. He had stepped off 
the walk and was about six feet from 
it when he drew the revolver. Cooper 
was about three feet from the walk 
and his hands were hanging by hia 
side, and to my best impression they 
were open. Adams took one stej 
backward after pulling his pistol, and 
then tired, and Cooper put bis hands 
behind him. Th ey were about twelve 
feet apart. John Adams' side was 
toward me. Cooper put his hands 
behind him just as Adams shot. As 
Adams stepped back he raised the re 
volver and said,' "Don't monkey with 
the knife." Immediately after he 
was shot Cooper dropped his hande 
to his side. They were on the out 
side of. his coat. His hands were prr 
behind him just aa Adams stepped 
backward and raised his pistol. Coop 
er said, '-You son-of-a-bitch, 1 am 
not afraid of that," and immediately 


after. Adams shot. Did not go near 
and did not see Adams search Coop- 
ir'spockets, I heard Adams say af- ! 
,erwards if he had wanted to* kill! 
Cooper he could, but he wanted to 
,how them he did not want to be run: 
>ver. In answer to a question what 
te did it for, Adams said they must 
not monkey with me, and that Coop- 
er ought iot to have bothered him as 
ie was talking to Milt. Adams at the 
;ime. When Adams shot, Cooper 
was standing in a tottering condition. 


S >M. ADAMS SWORN:- My name is 


S. M, Adam's and I saw the shooting 
of Cooper .by John Adama. Had si 
conversation with John Adama. He 
came into my store and said Cooper 
vaa treating men in the lime house. 
[ said he could not swear what they 
were drinking, and he answered that 
I was about right, and further said, 
if the ordinance ia correct, he has no 
right to treat. 
Afterwards theeame 


jonversation occurred 
in front of 


Emery's bank. I first saw Cooper 
coming up the street near Hartmau's 
store. 'John Adams and myself stood 
»bout three feet apart. Cooper corne 
between us and Cooper said, "You 
want to take me down to your cala- 
boosd: God damn you, I am ready 
[or yon!" He then drew his knife 
and opened it, and Adams said, 
'Don't come at me with a knife, God 
damn you." Adams backed off and 
pulled bis revolver as Cooper opened 
bis knife. 
When Adams drew his 


revolver, Cooper said, "I am not 
afraid of that thing," and kept talk- 
ing. Adams kept backing, and told 
Cooper not to come at .him with a 
knife. As' ha said this he made a 
couple of short steps forward, and 
Adams stepped bac'k, saying, .'Yon 
must not follow me with a knife;" 
After which he fired. After the shot, 
Cooper was standing with his hands 
behind him, Cannot tell what was 
said. Do not recollect of Cooper 
showing his hands. Heard Adams 
ask Cooper for hia knife. Did not 
see Adams raise the revolver after he 
shot. He raised it once before, and 
lowered it, but raising it again, he 
held it a while and then fired. Can 
not tell how Cooper 
was dress- 


ed. His hands were over his coat 
behind. I was standing some 8 
or 10 feet, and a little behind and 
to one side of Cooper. Saw Cooper's 
hands. I waa standing about four 
feet from Cooper when he opened his 
knife. Had the knife in his right 
hand, but did not see him take a chew 
of tobacco. Could not say if he put 
the knife in hia pocket. Could not 
say positively if he put hia knife in 
hia pocket before or after being shot. 
I saw the knife opened in his hand 
behind him. Adama stepped back 
about three feet when Cooper opened 
the knife. Cooper was facing south 
and about five or six feet from tho 
walk when shot. Adama waa about 
four or six feet further out, being 
about ten or twelve feet from the 
walk, and directly south of Cooper. 
The only motion Cooper made after 
shot, was dropping his hands, A few 
words passed after the shooting, and 
John Adama said, "I want that 
knife." Cannot tell the other conver- 
sation. Adams took hold of his right 
arm, and I hia left., Cooper made 
BO reoistance with that arm, but 
struggled with the right. Adama 
took the knife out of Cooper's pocket 
on the right side. The knife was 
closed when handed to me, and Ad- 
ams said, "here is the knife, take care 
of it," Cooper first took the knife out 
of his right pocket. The first man I 
eaw after the shooting, was Harvey 
Hartman in hia store door. I saw 
Mark Tozer shortly after. 
Did not 


do anything only hold his arm. Think 
Adams went in more than one pocket 
for the knife. Had no conversation 
afterwards 
with 
Adams. 
Heard 


no 
statement 
afterwards, 
only 


Adams 
saying, 
"I 
did 
not 


intend to kill him aa I had all 
chances to do it." 
The time from 


when Goopir opened his knifa till he 
was shot, was about a minute. Can 
not say where attention was mostly 
attracted. Cooper made no motion 
to assault Adams. Cooper did not 
take his hands away from his back 
till he was shot. The knife was not 
m position generally used to striks. 
Did not see any motion to put the 
knife ia his pocket after he was shot. 
It might have been done before 
without nay knowledge 
Cooper was 


somewhat intoxicated, and in a tot 
tering condition. Cooper used ap- 
parently sharp words when he firsl 
came up, but not seeming as much so 
at the last. Cooper held the handle 
of his knife entirely in his hand, the 
blade projecting between the thumb 
aud finger, and the edge cf the knife 
towards his arm. 


ELIJAH MORGAN SWOEN: I arn^a phy 


sician and attended Joseph Cooper 
I first attended him on the afternoon 
of September 6th, 1883. 
Wound ua- 


der left shoulder. Entrance in fronl 
with a backward anddownward course

JOHN ADAMS, who shot Cooper, lived in 


Decatur quite a while a few years ago, 
when he waa engaged in house painting, 
He ia well known to many Decatnr peo- 
ple. He ia a man of alight build, pock- 
marked, no beard, and about 86 yean of 
age. He waa before the grand jury at the 
May terra of court to testify concerning a 
gambling den at Maroa in which he 
claimed to be interested. He refoied to 
anawer questions put to him' by Mr. 
Johns in the jury room, and he waa 
promptly brought before Judge Bmitb, 
who, 
after hearing the questions, told 


Adams he would have to answer or go to 
jail. He1 answered the questions, though 
under protest.

The return of Rev. J. P. Dimmitt to

Illinois Orope. 


•The report of the Illinois Depart- 


ment of Agriculture for 
AujspiBt, 


which has jnst been issued, shows 
that the wheat crop of this year is 
20,847,592 bushels, the smallest on 
record for the 
past 
twenty-four 


years. An average yield of ten 
bushels per acre is shown, which is 
less than any • year on record, ex- 
cept 1876 and 1881. On the other 
hand, the price of wheat in first 
hands, which was 95 cents per bushel 
immediately after* harvest, has been 
higher but twice in ten years, being 
$1 15 in 1877 and 11.07 in 1881. 
The value of the crop this year is 
119,337,063 less than any year since 
1881, and the actual net loss to the 
farmers is $3,358,749. 


The area of corn planted this year 


was 7,304,596 acres, being 67,344 
less than in 1882. General com- 
plaint is made that this cereal is 
from ten to twenty days behind the 
usual time of maturing, and it is also 
reported that 
seed 
obtained in 


Northern and Western States is not 
so far advanced as home-grown seed. 
The outcome of the crop largely de- 
pends upon the absence of frosts un- 
til the backward crop has had time 
to mature. 
The prospect is favora- 


ble for an average yield of 65 per 
cent, of an-average crop. 


The hay crop is largely in excess 


of any ever harvested in Illinois. 
The total yield aggregated 5,064,460 
tons, being an excess of 675,274 
tons over the crop of 1882, and the 
total value is $30,990,271. 
This 


shows a profit of $9,296,176. 


The area of oats harvested this 


season, of 2,740,950 acres, exceeds 
by 279,304 acres the largest area 
(1882) previously seeded to oats in 
thus state. The crop averaged 38 
bushels per acre, which is the largest 
yield per acre, with one exception, 
on record—viz. 1882, of 40 bushels. 
The oat crop just harvested amounts 
to 104,299,230 bushels, and exceeds 
by 5V023,850 the largest (1882) oat 
crop heretofore produced in this 
state. 


The area of the late rye crop of 


276,766 acres ia 81,829 acres less 
than that of the preceding year. The 
late crop averaged 17 bushels per 
acre, and aggregated 4,695,348 bush- 
els, valued at $1,244,646. 


The area of the recently harvested 


crop of barley of 26,849 acres is the 
smallest on record. 
The average 


yield per acre of 25 bushels is less 
than in 1882 (27), but above the av- 
erage for a term of years. The pres- 
ent crop of 674,386 bushels, with the 
exception of 1879, is less than any 
preceding crop since 1860. 


Of the other crops, there will be 


more than an average of Irish pota- 
toes and of tobacco, and less than an 
average yield of sweet potatoes. Of 
Emits, there will be considerably less 
than an average crop.

ence," as several brethren expressed 
it. W. H. Webster would probably 
not have been elected had not'a pe- 
tition from Bloomington, where Mr.

T. A. Parker, pastor of 
the First Church of Springfield, is 
talked of for Presiding Elder of the 
Bloomington District. The Bloom- 
ington Bulletin says of the affair: 
"Yesterday a petition signed by 
many of Mr. H. O. Hoffman's church 
friends, was sent from this city to 
the Methodist Conference at Dan- 
ville, praying that the Conference, in 
its wisdom, will not send the Rev. 
Mr. Webster to Bloomington as pre- 
siding elder.

GAINESVILLE, Fla., Sept. 22, 1883. 


EDITORS BEpuBUCA>:-<UU'rg,uiten severe 


drought of three or four weeks. Said by many 
to be as severe as any for yours, we have had 
refreshing showers, and the orange tr.ee» have 
been putting on new life ana -vigor. In many 
places the trceo were considerably a« eeted for 
want of ruin, but biippll* the crops had mostly 
matured, though cotton In many paces was 
cut short somewhat, as the bolls of cotton qf 
the later sotting fall ofl to a great extent when 
a dry time occurs during tho period of matur- 
ing.It has often been stated to me that this sum- 
mer has been one of tb* most Intense heat that 
has been felt for years. Even some of the old- 
est residents hero say It la the hottest they 
have ever experienced. ] f that be the case no 
ononccQ fear the. summers of ordinary tem- 
perature, for the heat hns be't-n far from being 
as unbearable a? many summers I have ex- 
perienced In Illinois. I have been written to 


, Ijy several since I have been In Florida, asking 


If tho season was not objectionable on account 
of the heat, and if northern people could oome 
horc and stand Iho summers; and in letters 
jtrom ray wife she has often written that par- 
. ties say to her and to others who contemplate 


coming to Florida tbut no northerner can stand 
tie clima'o during the hot weather, but must 
come north every summer. I have written in 
my letters for your paper stating to the con- 
trary, and now I wish to say plainly that par- 
ties making such statements do not know what 
they are talking about, and If they receive 
their Information from others they get It from 
persons who have never spent a summer here. 
To be sure many go from here to the north to 
spend a few week! during part of July, Au- 
gust and September, but do not many go from 
Illinois to Minnesota, Dakota and other north- 
ern climes for the same purpose? And yet 
will any one dare to say that no resident of 
thoio latter named States could live In Illinois 
during tho summer? To all who make those 
statements I have this to say: Either do not 
make such statements, or else come here and 
try It. 


< I have enjoyed the best of health here, and 


can name a great .number from tho New Eng- 
land states, Now York, Pennsylvania and Illi- 
nois, and even Canada, who have spent years 
bore and have never been north since their 
arrival In Florida, i have endeavored in all 
my letters to your paper, and to parties I have 
•written, to toll the plain truth without any col- 
oring or unfair statements either tor or 
against this State, t have written at more 
length on this subject than I Intended, but tho 
question has oomc to me so often, either in the 
form of enquiry, or what others have said, 
ttat I hope to set the matter at rest to all read- 
ers of tho KxruiJLiUAN 'who contemplate com- 
ing to Florida. 


I have mentioned In some of my former let-
